AN INFERNO OF CRIME. 


THE TERRIBLE CONDITION OF THE INDIAN 
WOMEN OF ALASKA. 


Mrs. Voorhis Relates Some of Her Observa- 
tions in the Territory —The Indian 
Women Considered the Lawful Spoils of 
Miners, Hunters and Soldiers — The 
Horrors of Sitka. 


New Youu, November 12.—Mrs. Voorhis, a 
well-known lady of this city, has recently re- 
turned from an extended tour through the 
great Northwest. Toa WORLD reporter she 
related some ofthe experiences of her trav- 
els. ‘‘I have journeyed over eighteen thou- 
sand miles by land and water, she said, 
**but the incidents of the trip have deen, I 
dare say, much like those of other tourists 
who follow the same route. What has im- 
pressed me most profoundly and filled me with 
a horror which grows with the recollection 
of it, is the awful cofidition of the 
Indian woman in Alaska. Travelers hint 
vaguely at this evil, official reports allude 
briefly and apologetically to it, but the great 
world is ignorant ofits existence, If people 
realized that in the wilds of its Alaskan terri- 
tory this civilized, refined, advanced nine- 


inferno of crime and torture, where helpless 
women and mere children are being sacrificed 
and gradually exterminated, surely some 
remedy might be found. 

In all that country there is no law—there 
can be no restraint—and the animality of the 
rough miners, trappers, hunters, soldiers and 
sallors is asserted unchecked. The Indien 
woman is considered the lawful spoil of these 
men. They steal them if they can; if not they 
buy them from their parents fora knife, a jug 
ot rum ora string of beads. If these consid- 
erations do not weigh then they make 
the old people drunk and carry off the girl. A 
miner will come and 
DICKER FOR A CHILD OF FOURTEEN 

and bear her off shrieking with terror. She 
becdmes the slave of the whole camp and is 
finally sent back to her people to die. A lady 
with whom I talked of these horrors of Sitka 
told me ofacase which had come under her 
own observation, as she could vouch for its 
truth in every revolting particular. This 
lady, by the way, is the first white woman 
who ever went to Alaska. Of course there 
„may have been some Russiah women there 
before, but i mean the first woman from our 
country or England. Well, she knew of 
a little girl baving been carried off forcibly by 
some soldiers and one day, a few months 


after, an Indian woman came to her exhibit- 
oe signs of great grief and n, White 
Mather, as she called this lady, to go ana 
look at her daughter, who wasdying. The 
lady went tothe place where the gir! lay on the 
round, a mass of og filth and corruption.

‘ CRIMINAL PRACTICES. 

**Some of the criminal practices prevailing 
came within my own observation. We were 
at Juneau on the Fourth of July and a cele- 
bration was arranged. It was intended as a 
patriotic demonstration on the part of the 
whites and there w san Indian dance. Now 
itis unlawful to sell liquor to an Indian there, 
but, as I have already said, law does not pre- 
vail. So the first move was to ply tne Indians 
with rum untilthey were stupidly drunk. Then 
the white men carried them outside like logs, 
flung them on the ground in tue sodden sleep 
and returned to the women, when their en- 
sued a scene that ie bey | 0 
beastly orgie ever conceived could surpass it. 
You could not print toe story. The Alaskan 
borrors are more dreadful than the Pine 
Woods atrocities. They are worse than any- 
thing known of in modern times.’’ 

Do none ofthe Indians exhibit a desire to 
protect their women?’’ Mrs. Voorhis was 
asked. 

**Seldom; and if they aid, what would It 
avail? Soldiers are kept there. at the expense 
of the Government to prevent their rising. 
What do they do? They work in the mines, 
hunt and fish, that is when they don’t drink 
themselves to death. There was a case not 
long ago of a whole tribe perishing in one 
winter from rum. They had gold all the furs 
and skins which they had in their possession 
for liquor and when those who had survived 
the immediate effects of their potations had to 
meet the bitter weather without clothing. 

THEY FROZE TO DEATH. 

It is common law among the Indians that 
they must not dispose of a daughter without 
the consent of the mother squaw, and as the 
mother usually has an instinct at least which 
prompts her to protect her offspring from the 
white man, the way to deal with her is by 
drink.The squaws are as much given to liquor 
as the males, so the white man seeking a lette 
maiden brings enough drink for the father 
and mother. When both have succumbed to 
its influence there is nothing more to stay the 
déstroyer of the child. The poor, shriek- 
ing little victims are dragged off to their fate 
and there is no power to succor them. 

Mrs. McFarlane told of one woman who 
brought her last remaining girl to the school, 
and prayed thatshe might be taken in. She 
told a heart-rending tale of how her other 
daughters had been torn from her by brutal 
whites and carried to ruin and death, and she 
said she was powerless to protect this last lit- 
tle one which was even then threatened witha 
like fate. 8o she besought them to 
receive the child. I’ll give 8 ge the very 
words of this Indian mother. hey were: ‘I 
want to keep the child with me—I daresn’t. 
White man will take her away. Ihad several 
pretty squaws. When they about 14 they all 
stolen by white man. © Only sent them 
home to die..

Banker Howe and His 
Wife Found Murdered 
at Wenona, III. 


The Murderer Outs His Throat 
to Escape an Attacking 
Mob of Lynchers. 


The Motive of the Deuble Crime Revenge for 
a Trivial Cause—Probabilities That the 
Murderer’s Daughter Will Be Lynched 
by the Excited Populace—The Murderer 
a Drunken and Debased Wretch—Pack- 
ham Sentenced to Be Hanged—A Jealous 
Husband Murders His W'te-—-lihe Arkan- 
sas White Caps’’—Crimes,

STREATOR, III., November 12.—A double 
murder, most foul io its commission, the de- 
tails of which are shroyged in impenetrable 
mystery, was commit near Wenona, La- 
Salle County, last night, Peter Howe, a very 
wealthy and influential banker of Wenona, 
aud his estimable wife being siain in their 
beds. The crime was not discovered until 
this morning, owing to the secluded mode of 
life of the couple. Notwithstanding the fact 
that he is 76 years of age, and his 
wife but 4 few years younger, 
Mr. Howe insisted on living alone, without 
even the company of servants in his large 
roomy residence, about aquarter of a mile 
from the nearest dwelling and fully half a 
mile from the town. His extreme feebleness, 
combined with the fact that both were very 
hard of bearing, made him an easy prey to 

HIS MIDNIGHT ASSAILANTS. 
Robbery was no doubt the motive of the 


double crime, although the house was 
not ransacked to any great ex- 
tent. Owing to the fact that the 


old gentieman was an éxtensive real estate 
owner, it is presumed that he had received 
rents or the proceeds from the sale of a farm 
at a late hour on Saturday, and had neglected 
to deposit it in the bank. No olue to the mur- 
derer or murders is afforded, but an active 
and vigilant search will be made for any 
suspicions characters who may be lurking in 
the neighborhood. 
THE MURDERER CAUGHT. 

LATER.—Further particulars from Wenona 
relative to the murder of Old Peter Howe 
and his wife make it one of the most atro- 
cious and blood curdiing on record. It seems 
that Ar. Howe nad employed & domestic 
who, with her mother, sister, and 
step-father, the latteran ignorant, debased 
wretch named Barnhart, had gone to 
Wenona from Streater about a year ago. Yes- 
terday morning Barnhart went tothe house 
of Mr. Howe and asked to see the girl. He 
was in a drunken condition and was refused 
admittance bythe oldcouple. He then de- 
manded that the girl go home with 
him and his second request was unheeded. 
This threw him into an insane fury and he left 
the house yowing vengeance, That night he 
broke into the house about midnight and with 
aheavy coupling-pin mashed the heads of 
the sleeping coaple into jelly, not desisting in 
his fendish ferocity until they were a mass of 
unrecognizable flesh. He then stole back to 
his home over a grocery stores. When the 
dead bodies of his victims were discoy- 
ered the news spread through the 
town like wildfire, and his complicity 
in the affair,at once suspected,was unmistak- 
ably proven. A bloodthirsty mob of the best 
citizens was immediately formed aad a deter- 
mined rush was made to the home of the mur- 
derer. Official interference was in vain. 

THE MURDBRER’S SUICIDE. 

The cringing coward, hearing the sounds 
incident to his discovery, baffled his pursuers 
to the last, for when the door was forced and 


battered down, his bieeding bedy was 
found on the floor, the thrat cut 
from ear to ear with a razor. 


The girlis notentirely free from suspicion, 
and in case it can be proven that she in any 
way aided or abetted in the terrible crime the 
mob will take her life. 


Murdered His Wife. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., November 14—At 2 
o’clock this morning George Cooper of Port- 
land murdered his wife by cutting her head 
open with an axe. Jealousy was the cause. 

On Satureay night Mrs. Cooper went to the 
Post-office and showed an opened letter; 
claiming thatthe letter had been opesed in 


the Post-office. The Postmaster said the let- 
ter was in perfect order when he passed it out 
to her little boy a few minutes fore. She 
was greatly excited and made some insulting 
remarks, drawing quite a crowd. The mur- 
derer was arrested in Middietown this fore- 
noon and has just given this letter to the 
Chief of Police. He acknowledged that he 
committed the murder and says that this 
letter was from a pr minent business man in 
East Hampton and fully justified the killing 
of his wife. tCooper is in ail. 
He claims that his wife had been unfaithful for 
some time past and that the murder was no 
more than any man would do under the cir- 


cumstances. The couple were married 
0 year ago and came to this 
place from Hartford last April. Cooper 


says he was sober when he committed 
the deed. He went to bed with the axe handy 
and waited until his wife was asicep. He then 
got up, struck her a blow thatstunned her 
and then finished the work with the edge of 
the axe. When he was satisfied that she was 
dead he fled and was arrested as before stated.

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THE FISHERY TROUBLE 


CANADIAN OFFICIALS EXCITED OVER THE 
PROSPECTS OF RETALIATION. 


Fears That the President Will Exércise His 
Powerse—Hope Piaced inthe Good Will of 
the New Republican Administration—The 
Mode of Retaliation—S Frye Gives 
His Views. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DIsPpaATcnu. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, November 13.—There is 
much excitement in official circles over a re- 
port which comes from Washington from what 
purports to be a reliable source that Presipent 
Cleveland will immediately carry into exeocu- 
tion the powers of retaliation which Congress 
has vested in him. 

For months to come, no matter what action 
he may take,’’ said a prominent politician, 
who is in the confidence of Sir John Macdon- 
ald, last night, ‘‘we must remain in that state 
of uncertainty which a change of administra- 


, 


tion in the United States involves 
until the attitude of the Republican 
Government toward Canada is defined. 


Iknow that Sir John and his cabinet are 
greatly pleased over the return of the Repub- 
licans to office, and in evidence of that and 
that thelr sympathies have throughout been 
with the President-elect, one has but to read 
the budget speeches of Sir Charles Tupper, 
then Minister of Finance, in the Dominion 
Parliament, May 12, 1887, and which to wy sur- 
prise appear to have been lost sight of in the 
recent campaign. 

‘*Referring to the desire of the Dominion 
Government to secure reciprocal trade rela- 
tions with the United States, Sir Charies said: 
‘I had the honor of being sent on a confiden- 
tial mission to Washington by the Governor- 
General —— tomy assuming my duties 
as High Commissioner in England in 1684, and 
had a long and interesting conversation with 
Secretary Frelinghuysen on thatsubject. I 
may say [regard it as a misfortune that the 
administration, of which he was a member, 
has not been returned to power, and that his 
life has not been spared to carry out what 1 
am certain he was prepared to carry out.’ 

‘*That I consider pretty conclusive evidence 
that the Government of Canada, has regarded 
the Republican party throughout as the best 
friend of the Dominion.’’ 

THE MODE OF RETALIATION. 

As far as can be learned the mode of retalia- 
tion that the President is considering as likely 
to do the least injury to United States citizens 
istotake advantage of the clause of the re- 
taliation bill which empowers him to exclude 
all Canadian vessels from United States ports. 
The records of the Customs Department here 
show that last year 68,366 Canadian 
sea-going vessels, aggregating 464, 000 
tons, and 81 anadian vessels, 
aggregating 2,000,000 tons cleared outward 
from Cunada for United States ports. There 
is no record showing the amount of Canadian 
— 9 — which arrived at United States ports 
from foreign voyages which would be equally 
affected by the promulgation of that clause of 
the retaliation measure. These vessels, eepe- 
— those employed on the lakes, would be 
available for no other trade, and would con- 
sequently have to be hauled up to rot, while 
for those of sea-going eae which 
average only 127 tons, it woul be al- 
most impossible to find employment. 
The punishment this woold inflict on the 
States interested may readily be imagined, 
and the possibility of its being carried into 
effect, as might naturally be supposed, is 
causing much uneasiness in official circles. 
Until now the question of retaliation in the 
direction’ of excluding Canadian products 
have been the only phase of the retaliation 
measure to which the Dominion Government 
have given any attention, and this they 
thought impracticable, asthey held it was a 
two-edged sword and would cut both ways.

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Senator Frye’s Views. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPpaTcnu. 

LEWISTON, Me., November 12.—Senator 
Frye, in an interview yesterday, said in re- 
gard to the fisheries dispute with Canada: ‘‘I 
think the true policy to pursue touching that 
question is to allow Canada to name the privi- 
leges she shail enjoy in our ports. If she 
wishes the right to trans-ship she must con- 
cede it to us. If she desires her fishermen to 
buy supplies in our ports, she must extend the 
same right to our fishermen in her porte. If 
she wishes to buy bait here, she must allow us 


to do the same there. All this can be 
easily provided for under the exist- 
ing law. This is no retaliation, 


nor manifestation of an unfriendly spirit. It 
is simply allowing her to measure her own 
privileges. So far as the making of a new 
treaty is concerned, the terms of the treaty 
sent tothe Senate last winter, the admission 
of the President and Secretary of State, and’ 
the argaments of the Administration members 
of Congress and their votes, have made it 
almost impossible to negotiate a new one that 
will be satisfactory. My impression is 
that we are not going to have 
much more trouble about the fisheries. 
Canada will now arrive deliberately 
at the conclusion that we mean to deal fairly 
and justly and, furthermore, will not allow 
our fishermen to be outraged. The fickle. 
uncertain and absurd attitudes of the present 
administration have greatiy encouraged 
Canada in the course of the past proceedings. 
She knows that now there will be an entire 
change of policy.’’ 
ow far did the fisheries question exert 
influence in the campaign! 

Undoubtedly the attitude of the Adminis- 
tration, so clearly favorable to England in al- 
— every regard, did havea good deal of 
effect.’’ 

Senator Frye said that, as far as he knew, 
Gen. Harrison entered the Presidency with- 
out any political pledges to redeem.

AN APARTMENT OF DEATH. 


Horrible Discovery in the Chinese Quarters 


From the San Francisco Call. ' 
As Officer Mahoney was standing on the 


corner of Washington and Dupont streets at 
12 o’clock last night his attention was at- 
tracted by two Chinamen who were carrying 
the form of a man along the latter thorough- 
fare. He followed the men along Dupont 
street, and at the corner of Pacific they 


halted. After casting a glancg up and down 
the street, as if to assure themselves that no 
one was watching their movements, the pair 
turned down the latter thoroughfare. a- 
honey was inclined to believe that he had hit 
upon one.of those mysteries which Chinatown 
is noted for, and he resolved to follow the 
Chinamen to ascertain the cause of their sus- 

iclous movements. A second halt was taken 

u front of a dilapidated structure at 635 Fa- 
cific street, the Chinamen evidently being 
tired of carrying the man. They stopped for 
a balf a minute only, and after looking up and 
down the street they descended to the base- 
ment of the structure. Mahoney waited for 
several minutes and then followed the China- 
men into the bssement. 

The place was in darkness, and not even the 
breathing of the Chinamen inside could be 
heard. the light of several matches he 
discovered a candle, which he lighted, and 
then commenced an investigation of the mys- 
terious affair. Inasmall and — 2 room he 
found a Chinaman lying on a bunk in the very 
throes of death. He could not speak, but his 
slow breathing and rapid pulse bespoke that 
his end was rapidly approaching. He was 
dressed in the ordinary attire of a Chinaman, 
and his feet were encased in heavy leather 
shoes. While Mahoney was considering the 
best way to unravel the mystery an emaciated 
and wan-looking Chinaman approached him. 
He had appeared from a subterranean passage 
under the basement and looked as though his 
end was as near as the Mongol’s who occu- 
pied the cot. He expresséd great surprise at 
finding Mahoney in the roou and refused to 
— any information that would throw any 
ight on the affair. 

Adjoining the room occupied Dy 
Chinaman was a compartment which far ex- 
ceeded the former one in dirt aud filth. In 
the corner of the room was a dirty bunk on 
which lay anotber Chinaman, who,from star- 
vation and disease, was slowly dying. Him 
consumptive,’’ was the only answer of the 
live Chinaman when asked the cause of his 
sickening appearance. In another ward 
there lay a5b-year-old Chinese girl dying of 
diphtheria. She was attended by a Obinese 
hag, who asserted her belief that the girl 
would live, although she admitted that she 
had not received any nourishmentor mel 
cine for two weeks. 

When Mahoney re-entered the first room 
he found the occupant stilied in the cold em- 
brace of death. e notified the Coroner, who, 
after an examination, stated that the de- 
céased probably died from natural causes. It 
was aiterward ascertainedthat the place is a 
**hospital’’ where dying Chinamen are al- 
lowed to pass their last moments. The Chi- 
nese, asarace, have a suspicion that some 
great calamity will befall them ifone of their 
number shuffies off the mortal coilin a room 
other than the one set apart for them to 
breathe their last.

He 
had already visited Alaska, and he told me of 
his intention to make the tour of the world. I 
tried to dissuade him.

story about the probable fate of Ber- 
madaand the facilities for attacking Halifax 
by land. published last Sunday, attracted at- 
tention among army and navy omeers, who 
are always on the alert for new projects in 
pilitary warfare. Your correspondent called 
on the Secretary of the Navy to get his views 
as to the practicability of the plans on the 
pasis of such a surprise, assuming that there 
would not be time for preparation on either 
side, and what he thought it would be possible 
to do if time for preparation 
were given both to defend and attack. 
The secretary would have been glad to con- 
tribute bis views, butas be had an engage- 
went to artve and the moment for starting 
was pear at band, he could not linger long 
enough to discuss the position. 
asst. Adjt.-Gen. Kelton, who is a thorough 
student of the art of war and one of the most 
proad-minded men in the army, was next seen. 
He hed heard the article discussed, but, like 
Gen. Schofield, had not time to give it much 
consideration, From an army standpoint, he 
did not consider it at all practicable 
or even possible for the land forces 
to make an attack upon Halifax as suggested. 
Any effort in that direction would necessarily 
devolve on the navy, the same as with Ber- 
moda. The only assistance the navy could 
give inthe event of war with England would 
bein the overrunning of Oanada, which he 
considers not a dificult thing. Within a short 
time, he believed, a sufficient number of 
soldiers could cross the border and in a very 
sbort space of time have Canada at their 
mercy.

A TRUTHFUL ACCOUNT OF THE TERRIBLE 
DISASTER AT PITTSBURG, KAN. 


Thirty-Nine Dead Bodies Recovered From 
the Collapsed Coal Shaft—The Injured— 
Another Victim of the Rochester Fire 
Taken From the Rains—Dashed to Death 
—Mangled by the Cars. 


Prrrenund, Kan., November 12.—The situa- 
tion at Frontenac remains in the main un- 
changed. Search is still being vigorously 
made in the shaft for the remaining dead. The 


forty-one dead bodies removed from the mine 
were placed in coffins yesterday and prepared 
for burial. Two more bodies were found yes- 
terday, so mangled and broken that they 
had to be wrapped in bandages before they 
could be removed from the mine. Nine men 
are still missing, but owing to the immense 
mass of debris and wreckage there is no way 
oftelling how soon they will be recovered. 
Harry Burns was taken out alive yeste: day 
after having been entombed for thirty-six 
hours. He was badly burned and may die. 

A fund of $300 was raised and added to the 
$400 already collected, and steps will be taken 
to solicit more. Plans are now afoot for 
the introduction of new methods of blasting 
which will insure the safety of the men. 

A TRUE ACCOUNT. 

The accounts of the mine disaster at Fronte- 
nac have been so largely overdrawn that it is 
deemed proper for the information of the pub - 
lic that at least one true statement of the facts 
should be officially given. There have been, up 
to Sunday evening at 6 o’olock, thir- 
ty-nine dead bodies recovered and about 
twenty wounded or injured. Of the latter not 
to exceed five will die and probably not that 
Experts and volunteers are still thor- 


many.

The Bosten Slugger Vows That He Will Not 
Drink Whisky for Seventeen Years to 
Come — The Marquis eof Queensberry 
Taken to Task for His Utterances—Sport- 
img Matters—Base Ball Chat.

Boston, Mass., November 12.—While other 
beavy-weights are wasting breath discussing 
what they could do if they bad the chaace, 
John L. Sullivan remains perfectly quiet, 
breaking the monotony of his everyday life 
only by occasionally raising his editorial quill 
for the edification of his New York admirers. 
All restrictions upon his diet have been re- 
moved, and he eats as heartily as ever and is 
gaining strength. He attributes his rapid 
recovery in great measure to leaving the salt 
and damp air of the beach and going to his 
parents’ home at the Highlands, as well as bis 
persistent seeking of the open airevery day 
in preference to confinement in a sick room. 
He had been out for a ride or walk every day 
since bis return; in fact bas given considera- 
bie elasticity to his physician’s order as to 
open air exercise. He attends theaters and a 
few days ago discarded his crutches. His 
knees are still quite weak but he feels a steady 
improvement and begins to realize he is be- 
coming bis old self. 

No one but myself knows how sick a man I 
have been he said to a reporter. Mine was 
not a single ailment, but a complication of 
trouble, involving nearly all the vital organs. 
For some days I wes a maniac, and it took 
four or five men to restrain me. After all was 
over and I was mending satisfactorily I asked 
my physician to tell me just what my troubles 
were and he did so.

EASTERN SHORE OUT WRT. 
The eastern shore of Maryland has always 
been the synonym for dense ignorance and 
nearly universal poverty, but not until win- 
ter efore last did it manifest its 
mnapacity for producing a dreed of 
freebooters. In 1886, however, a number of 
small boats began to make their appearance 
on the oyster grounds, generally at night, and 
with thelr heavy dredges raked up thousands 
of busbels of the bivalves belonging to com- 
panies and individuals doing business at Bal- 
timore and other places. At first it was mere 
poaching, but as time went on the men be- 
came bolder, and with their heavy duck guns 
would drive off the small parties sent to inter- 
ceptthem. During the winter of 1886-87 an 
immense number of oyters were stolen, and 
not a few of the oyster guards were wounded 
in defense ofthe beds, although I know of 
none who were kilied. The operations of the 
thieves were circumscribed, as they confined 
them to the night or to foggy or snowy 
weather, when their movements could not be 
observed, and ceased their depredations with 
the advent of spring. 


A PIRATICAL FLEET. s
